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PROCEEDINGS OF THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
March 8, 1966 


Pursuant to the foregoing warrant for the Annual Town Meeting, the in- 
habitants of the Town of Franklin qualifiedto vote in Town affairs assembled 
in the High School on Tuesday, March 8, 1966 at six o’clock in the forenoon. 


The meeting was called to order by George W. Dana, Town Clerk, and the 
warrant and the return of the warrant was read by the Town Clerk, and 
Articles 1, 2 and 4 were acted upon. 


The following election officers, having previously been appointed by the 
Selectmen, were sworn to the faithful performance oftheir respective duties 
to the office which each of them has been appointed.

The Ballots were delivered to the Inspectors and receipts obtained 
therefor. 


Article 1. Voted that the meeting proceed to vote and elect officers under 
Article 1 of the Warrant. 


The Ballot boxes provided by the Secretary ofthe Commonwealth used at 
the election was publicly opened, showntobe empty, examined by the Warden 
and Town Clerk and found to be empty, the registrers thereon were set at 
000, locked and the poles were declared open. 


When the ballots were deliveredto the voters by the inspectors, the check 
list was used, the name of each voter receiving a ballot was announced and 
checked thereon by the inspectors; the voter so receiving his or her ballot 
marked the same at the marking shelf or compartment, and then before de- 
positing his ballot in the ballot box, gave his name to a checker using a check 
list, who, after checking the name from the check list, announced the name 
of such voter and thereafter the voter deposited his ballot in the ballot box, 
as directed by the Warden, the name of each voter being announced in a loud 
and distinct tone of voice. 


The Polls were closedat eight o’clock P.M., at which time the register on 
the ballot boxes showed that 3063 ballots has been cast therein, the names 
checked on each voting list were then countedby the election officials openly 
and in a distinct and audible manner, the numbers being 3063, total men 
voted 1552, total women voted 1511. 


Immediately following the closing of the polls, all unused ballots were 
enclosed within a case and the same sealed and certified to by the election 
officers. All the check lists used were then sealed, as provided by law and 
certified to by the election officials. All the ballots cast by the voters, as 
aforesaid, were sorted, counted, and declaration thereof made by the Town 
Clerk in open meeting as follows:

PROCEEDINGS OF THE ANNUAL ADJOURNED TOWN MEETING 
March 15, 1966 


The meeting was called to order by the Mderator, Paul A, Cataldo, at 
8:15 P.M, in the Franklin High School Auditorium.

| I have answered 789 complaints pertaining to dogs. This is an increase 
of 212 over last year. There was a decrease in the killing of livestock and 
poultry by dogs during the past year. 


It is important that all owners of dogs, license these animals in their 


custody which are three months old or reach the age of three months during 
the year. 


| Attention is hereby called to the following extract from Chapter 136A as 
amended by Chapter 111, Acts of 1943 of the General Laws: 


‘“The owner or keeper of a licensed dog shall cause it to war around its 
neck a collar or harness of leather or other suitable material, which 
shall be securely attached a tag in the form perscribed by the director, 
and upon which shall appear the license number, the name of the town 
issuing such license and the year of issue.”’

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REPORT OF THE FRANKLIN CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


During the year the Commission completed the purchase of approximately 
110 acres of marshland in the Mine Brook area, between Unionville and 
Beaver Pond for $38,000. This purchase from Conservation Fund of $39,000 
in accordance with Article 54 at the Annual Town Meeting. The Commission 
has filed with the Dpeartment of Natural Resources for reimbursement of 
50% under the ‘‘Self Help’’ program. 


This purchase now places control of the waters of Beaver Pond and the 
marshland bordering Mine Brook under the jurisdiction of the Commission. 
It is the hope of the Commission that with State Aid a dam can be constructed 
to reflood Mine Brook to raise the water table around the Town’s gravel 
packed wells adjacent to Beaver Pond and also provide the Town with a 40 
acre Lake for several recreational purposes. 


In order to protect our water resources, prevent pollution of our streams 
and at the same time protect the Inhabitants against floods, the Commission 
recommends adoption of the Flood Plain Zoning. These zones have been 
proposed by the Commission and worked out with the Planning Board, who 
will submit an article to be includedinthe Annual Town Warrant. Our stud- 
ies show that the Town’s water resources are dependent upon the rainfall, 
which unfortunately flows into the surrounding Towns and is lost as far as 
water supply is concerned. These floodplain zones which we are attempting 
to protect through zoning; will, without doubt become water retention areas 
in the future as the demands for water increases. 


The Commission has under its control about 100 acres of field, woodland 
and swampland located on the easterly side of Summer Street. Studies are 
in progress for the use of this land for nature trails, camping, town forest 
together with other conservation uses. 


The Conservation is also investigating the possibility of acquiring the 
land consisting of about 7 acres and known as Indian Rock. This land is of 
Historical importance and at the same time would provide the easterly end 
of the Town in the Jordan Road area with a future park and recreation site. 


We have strived to spend the Tax Payers money wisely and economically 
and at the same time take a conservation view for the future.

Gentlemen: 


The reported cases of Communicable Diseases as of December 15, 1966 
are as follows:

One wild animal was sentto Wasserman Laboratories relative to possible 


rabies, results were negative. 


Food Handling Establishment have been inspected and major sanitation 
violators are brought to the attention of the management, so corrections can 
be made within a specifiedtime. The cooperation of management in correct- 
ing unsatisfactory conditions called to their attention deserves commenda- 
tion since it often involves expenditure of money on their part. 


Monthly tests on glasses, cups and utensils by Swab Tests are taken by 
Putman Steele Lavoratories and results are given toeach establishment and 
recommendations to remedy questionable sources of high incidence. Past 
test show most establishments are sanitizing very well. 


Milk samples are taken each month from companies that sell and deliver 
in Franklin, results reveal that Franklin maintains a consistently high level. 


This year the Board adopted regulations to prohibit Dogs, Cats or other 
fur bearing animals to enter buildings where food is sold or dispersed. 


September of this year we were notified of the new State Plumbing Code 
which went into effect atthattime, andis being enforced by our two plumbing 


finspectors, Peter Polastri & Henry Vendetti. 


This year building in unsewered areas dropped very sharply, which is a 
relief for the Board after the past 6 years of the building boom. 


Numerous complaints regarding overflowing sewage and other alleged 
nuisances were investigated in addition to verbal warnings 16 abatement 
notices were mailed. 


There are now 25 stables licensed under regulations adopted by the Board. 


In closing we wish to thank the other town departments for their co- 
operation with our Board.

OF INSECT PEST CONTROL

Gentlemen: 


It is my duty to submit the following report on The Insect Pest Control 
Department for the year 1966. 


Dutch Elm Disease 


The Dutch Elm Disease is caused by a fungus that kills an Elm by clog- 
ging its water-conducting vessels. The fungus enters a healthy tree as 
spores carried on the body of the Elm Bark Beetle. 


The fungus sometimes spread among Elms through root contacts. Under 
ground invasion occurs where the roots of two trees have ‘‘grafted.”’ 


Elm Bark Beetles breed under the bark of dying or recently killed Elm 
wood. Every dying Elm tree whether infected by Dutch Elm Disease or not 
becomes a hazard. Broken, injured Elmbranches provide beetles with ideal 
conditions for breeding, even though the tree remains healthy. 


Complete eradication of Dutch Elm Disease now appears impracticable, 
Local control of its spread seems the only practical approach, 


A reasonably effective program may be achieved economically as fol- 
lows: Spraying, sanitation, isolation and maintenance. 


1. All Town Elm Trees were sprayed with Al2% DDT Solution with the 
Town-Owned Mist Blower for a dormat spray. 

2. A second application by helicopter of a 6% solution was used with the 
follow-up of the Town Mist Blower in Residential and Rural areas. 

3. A total of thirty-two samples from suspected Elm Trees were taken 
and sent to the Mass. Shade Tree Laboratory. Tests were made on 
these samples and eighteen trees were cut down, hauled to the dump 
and burned. 

4, The town received State help this year in taking samples and taking 
down dead and diseased Elm Trees at no cost to the Town. 

9. There is still no cure for the disease but very University known is 
working to find one, 

6. This work is necessary and is proving effective in controlling the 
American and European Elm Bark Beetles which feed on Elm Trees 
and spread the Dutch Elm Disease. 


Gypsy Moth and Elm Leaf Beetle 


1, A 12% DDT Solution or dormant Spray was applied to all Town Shade 
using the Town Mist Blower. 

2. A follow-up application of 6% DDT with Malathion for a ‘‘Knock-down 
Agent’’ was applied by helicopter and Town Owned Mist Blower. 

3. This work is necessary and is proving effective in controlling the 
Gypsy Moth that eats all the leaves off all trees and the Elm Leaf 
Beetle that destroys the leaves on Elm Trees.

Our department consists of 15 men, 1 Chief, 1 Lieutenant, 3 Sergeants 
i'd 10 Patrolmen. With the population of Franklin at 16,000 and 1,000 stu- 
nts at Dean Junior College, Iam requesting the addition of 6 patrolmen for 
lis year and 4 more in 1968, 


It is becoming more difficult each year to recruit young, intelligent men 
ito the Police service. Atthe presenttime we have 4 provisional patrolmen. 
fe received 2 resignations in 1966 and both men gave the reason of inade- 
wate salaries for resigning. In order to compete with private industry, the 
ages of police officers must be sharply increased. We have inserted an 
I'ticle for an increase in wages in the Town Warrant which we hope every 
ter will support. 


Traffic 


| Traffic continues to be a major problem, withover 150 miles of roads to 
}trol and over 7,000 cars owned by Franklin residents, the problem will 
\ways be with us. The completion ofthe Town parking area off Depot Street 
is helped relieve some of the parking problems on Main Street. I recom- 
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mend the installation of a traffic light at the intersection of Union and West 
Central Streets. 


Equipment 


We now have 2 cruisers and 1 motorcyclefor mobile equipment. I recom- 
mend the purchase of an unmarked car to be used in investigations and 
transportation to court. Our Police Station was constructed with the plan to 
have a pistol range inthe basement. With an increase in crime and the addi- 
tion of new men it is imperative that a range be equipped so that men can 
practice daily with their firearms. 


Auxiliary Police 


Our Auxiliary Police continue to do an outstanding job. We call on them 
many times throughout the year and they are always willing and able to 
assist in any situation that they are called out on. 


While Law Enforcement is often discouraged by public apathy, judicial 
leniency and other factors encouraging crime, we are proud of our efforts 
and results in our repulsion of crime. Every member of your Police De- 
partment works an average of 50 hours a week and is on call 24 hours a day. 
It is a pleasure to be associated with such a group of dedicated men. 


In closing, I want to thank the Board of Selectmen for their cooperation 
and I will always be grateful to the men in my department for their loyalty 
and fine efforts to make Franklin a better town in which to live.

REPORT OF THE FRANKLIN INDUSTRIAL 


DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION 


| To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The main function of the Industrial Development Commission is to at- 
tract desirable industrial and commercial establishments to Franklin to help 
broaden the tax base, so that capital expenditures needed for Town improve- 

ments, such as new schools, and expanded water supply, enlarged sewerage 
|.and sewerage treatment facilities will not be borne exclusively by the home- 
owner. 


During the past year, through the efforts of the Industrial Development 
| Commission and George Doyle, plans for the Motel complex have been final- 
|} ized and construction is scheduled to begin late in 1967. It is expected that 
this will be the beginning of a much more elaborate complex, as it is our 
| understanding that the owners will make additions from time to time to the 
| original program. We feel that this complex is going to contribute substan- 
| tially to the Town of Franklin through increased tax revenue and through 
} having a very desirable restaurant and motel accommodations here in the 
community. 


Another accomplishment for the Industrial Development Commission 
|'during this year was to make the initial start in regard to a detailed survey 
of all land which might be made available for industrial development. An 
j;expert from Philip B. Herr Associates was brought out to start and look over 
j)potential sites. In reviewing our land resources, we propose to look over 
all potential sites in Town regardless of the present zoning situation. We 
plan to push aggressively ahead with this program, because it is now appar- 
jeent that we cannot attract desirable industry to Town until we can offer a 
broad range of attractive locations. We propose to continue these studies 
‘with this same professional group. 


During the past year this Commission has contributed as much as pos- 
sible with the Reservoir Committee in furthering the plans for a Reservoir. 
| We expect in the coming year to aggressively pursue this desirable objec- 
| tive.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN PLANNING BOARD 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1966 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


1. During the past year the Planning Board has held twenty-nine (29) 
meetings and two (2) hearings. 


2. Soil Study - All the fieldwork for the Soil Study Survey was, completed 
by November 1, 1966 and this information has been indexed in our aerial 
photographs. The maps and texts are scheduled to be started by the first of 
the year. At this time the Planning Board is in expectation of a May 30, 1967 
delivery date when 100 copies will be made available to the Town Boards 
and Officials. 


3. Zoning - When Franklin’s present Zoning By-Laws was being drafted 
in 1960, the town was undergoing what itbelieved to be a temporary spurt in 
development. That ‘‘temporary’’ spurt continues, with Franklin’s 1960 popu- 
lation of just over 10,000 increased to over 15,000 today. In 1960 Interstate 
I-495 was a distant dream; today itis under construction. In 1960, optimism 
over industrial growth was hardly swayed by consultant reluctance to pre- 
dict it; six more years of experience with industrial stability have been 
gained. In 1960 Urban Renewal for Downtown was being proposed and intially 
endorsed. Today it is at least temporarily a dead issue. 


The experience of these half-dozen years since the current zoning was 
adopted is partly reflected infive smalltext amendments and half-dozen map 
amendments approved by the town meeting through these years. Further 
changes, however, are warranted by greatly changed community conditions. 


We find that the basic requirements of the 1960 Zoning By-Law have 
stood the test of time quite well, andtherefore propose no sweeping changes. 
Route 495 is being constructed approximately where expected, and having 
expected influence. Again, nosweeping changes arerequired. The following, 
however, are recommended: 


1) Revised Business Zoning. Downtown can nolonger count on Urban 
Renewal to aid it, so needs zoning more permissive of improvements 
possible under individual initiative. Two types ofindustrial zone haven’t 


proven necessary, but a mixed commercial-industrial zone would be an 
asset. 


2) Revised Parking Rules. Recent data on actual parking usage sug- 
gests generally less demanding off-street parking requirements. 


3) A new type of apartment zone, to permit its application in generally 


open land attractive to this type of development and well-located for this 
use, 


4) Revised Sign Regulations. Existing rules have more words than 
substance. Real controls will prevent outrages. 


5) Flood Plain zoning, possible under permissive state enabling legis- 
lation not yet tested in 1960, but in widespread use today. 


The Planning Board held a hearing on the above matter on December 12, 
1966 and it was received generally favorably by those in attendance. The 


Planning Board will offer this revision to the Zoning Laws to the public at 
the next annual town meeting. 
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4, Subdivision Rules - The Planning Board made several important 
changes to their Subdivision Rules and Regulations in the past year. Among 
these changes are the following: 


| a. Requiring the minimum width of street rights of way to be 50 feet. 
b. Requiring stub roads shown on the definitive planto be constructed 
by the developer. 


c. Requiring all water pipes to be not less than 8‘‘ CEMENT LINE CAST 


IRON. 

D. Requiring all monuments to be set by a registered engineer or 
surveyor. 

e. Requiring granite curbing throughout the subdivision. 

f. Requiring shade trees as designated by the tree warden. 

g. Requiring fire alarm systems to be tied into municipal fire sys- 
tem where feasible. 


5. A report from the Planning Board representative onthe School Build- 
ving Needs reveals the following: 


Recent land acquisitions have indicated the availability of good land 
for town needs is rapdily diminishing. The town should take immediate 
steps to acquire land for the following purposes: 


1. Schools (Needs increasing) 

2. Cemetery (Town owned land is nearly depleted) 

3. Dump (Constant problem) 

4, Town Pool (Investigation has revealed that most ofthe land around 
the town pool is not owned by the Town). 


6. A report from the Planning Board representative to the seven man 


||\Reservoir Committee indicates that progress toward building the minimum 
|,5,000,000 gallon per day surface reservoir included: 


1. Examination of 33 titles in the 880 acre area. 

2. A professional appraisal of land values at approximate $320,000.00. 

3. Filing a bill with the legislature to give Franklin the right to use 
the water flowing through the Reservoir area. 

4, Examination of methods to incorporate separate industrial and 
park areas adjacent to the Reservoir. 


7. Review of Building - Indications are that building has slowed up con- 
siderably within the Town of Franklin. The Planning Board expects this 
trend to continue through the following year.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS 


.|.To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 


Gentlemen: 


The past year has been one of considerable changes for the Town of 
Franklin with emphasis on the physical. 


The construction of Route 495 with about five and one half miles of super 
highway cutting diagonally across the Town has posed many problems for 
this Department in addition to those of a rapidly expanding community. 


It is true, however, that this Department of Public Works is unquestion- 
-ably undermanned and cannot possibly keep up with even the regular main- 
tenance, let along the expanded services so necessary due to such drastic 
expansion. 


Year after year this report emphasizes the needfor increased personnel 
,; and equipment and year after year we struggle along, the same as before, 
doing the best we can with what we have. This is not progress. This is not 
even standing still, but actually falling backwards inthe face of the onslaught 
| of expansion. 


This year, it is hoped that we willsee at least the beginning of some sort 
|/of improvement in our most pressing problems of manpower and equipment. 


We, in the Department of Public Works are dedicated to attempting to 
\provide the best possible service at the lowest possible cost and we must 
‘have cooperation from everyone to succeed. 


The following is a brief resume of the activities of the Department of 
| Public Works during the year 1966: 


HIGHWAY DIVISION 
Division Head - Anthony Mucciarone 


This division is the largest segment of the Department of Public Works 
‘\}and embraces the construction, and maintenance of sidewalks, roadways, 
drainage systems, culverts, bridges, structures and signs including installa- 
\tion of white lines, traffic and street signs, and the plowing of snow, removal 
| of snow from the Business District and the sanding and salting for ice con- 
trol of 140 plus miles of roadways also come under the jurisdiction of this 
division. 

The inspection of the installation of the above facilities in developments 
and subdivisions also are made by this division. This division is grossly 
| undermanned and should be increased by at least 8 men.

WATER DIVISION 
Division Head - Mr. Maurice Gagnon 


The Water Division of the Town of Franklinis the second largest division 
of the Department of Public Works and is experiencing an onslaught of ex- 
panded services and maintenance requirements. Like the other divisions, 
this one is greatly undermanned and needs at least four more men to keep 
from falling behind. Improved pumping capacity and storage facilities in- 
stalled last year have been mostly nullified by the increase in water cus- 
tomers and also the increase in water consumption. 
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This Division like the other units of the Department of Public Works has 


a very heavy work load and is having a serious struggle to keep abreast of 
normal maintenance operations. The following is a resume:

Flushed all hydrants (675) and checked operation. 

Inspected installation of all water systems installed by the developers.

Performing standby service and removing and replacing and repairing 

service lines on King Street 495 Construction and on West Central Street 

for 495 new Highway Construction.

This division is currently due for important expansion in the form of an 
enlargement and revision of the present sewerage treatment plant. 


This division is also active intheinspection of sewer mains, sewer man- 
holes, and sewer house connections, not to mention the maintenance of the 
existing sewerage treatment plant, the Lewis Street pumping station, Milli- 
ken Avenue pumping station, and Route 140 pumping station. 


The expansion of the Milliken Avenue pumping station is also under the 
jurisdiction of this division. 


The work load of this division has currently increased to the point where 
three additional men are urgently needed to keep up. 


The following is a resume of the work performed during 1966: 


Pumping sludge tanks onto beds 4 times during year. 

Cleaning sludge beds 4 times during year. 

Replaced filter media on 4 sludge beds. 

Installed a sluice way from one sludge area to another. 

Cleaning, painting, and maintaining Milliken Avenue pumping station. 

Maintaining sewer pumping stations on East Central and Lewis Streets. 

Maintaining odor control equipment at treatment plant. 

Unplugged and cleaned 60 sewer services. 

. Repaired 15 sewer services. 

10. Inspected installation of all sewer systems installed by the developers. 

11. Installed or supervised installation of 38 sewer services during the year. 

12. Inspected or supervised installation of all sewer systems, manholes, 
etc. installed by developers and builders. 

13. Flushed out and cleaned 4700 linear feet of sewer mains. 

14. Total yearly treated sewerage for 1966 387,074,210 gallons.

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PARK AND TREE DIVISION 
Division Head - Edward Revell 


The Park and Tree Division, now completing its fourth year as a full- 
time division of the Department of Public Works, has had its work load 
steadily increased during the past year. 


This division draws its equipment and personnel from other divisions in 
the Department of Public Works. As the town increases and more services 
are required, this division will be increased proportionately. 


The following is a resume of the work performed during the year 1966: 
Fletcher Field 


1. Grading, loaming and seeding low spots on entire field. 
2. Spraying for weed and brush control on and around outside field. 
3. Turning on water, getting drinking fountains, toilets and etc. ready for 
the season. 
4, Mowing, trimming, and maintaining all grassed areas during the entire 
season. 
5. Repairing fence around Little League and putting up same. 
6. Setting up swings and removing them at the end of the season. 
7. Maintaining, cleaning, and policing the entire grounds, field houses, 
dugouts, and toilets during the entire season. 
8. Filling, raking, fine grading and rolling the entire baseball and softball 
diamonds before each game. 
9. Marking and chalking offside lines, baselines, and playing lines on all 
athletic fields, diamonds and courts. 
10. Painting and repairing, bleachers and equipment. 
11. New Bocce Courts were installed. 
12. Maintaining wading pool. 
13. Maintaining the Tennis Courts, putting up the nets and taking them down. 
14, Repairing leak in water lines and fountains that occurred during season. 
15. Replacing four drinking fountains. 
16. Putting new windows in toilets. 
17. Keeping equipment in working order. 
18, Storing recreational and athletic equipment, turning off power, shutting 
off water, and draining toilets at the end of the season. 


City Mills Cemetery 


1, Entire cemetery was raked and all debris picked up. 
2. Cemetery was mowed every two weeks. 

3. Low and dead wood was cut out of shade trees. 

4, Walks were edged and grave stones were trimmed. 
D. Loaming and seeding a few bad areas. 

6. Grave stones were straightened. 


Common Maintenance 


1, Raking leaves and cleaning entire area. 
2. sige and loosening the earth around shrubbery inearly Spring and 
all. 

3, Trimming evergreen and shrubbery. 

4, Loaming and seeding low spots. 

5. Mowing grass, trimming around trees, walkways, and beds weekly. 

6. Planted new shrubs around old stone monument where old shrubs were 
pulled out. 

7. Replaced four shrubs at soldiers monument. 
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Swimming Pool 
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Entire pool area was cleaned and sand was hauled in some places. 
Boards were put in spillway. 

Replaced all door locks that were broken during winter months. 
Replaced four stell window guards that were stolen. 

Had to replace lights, and telephone that were smashed. 

New wall was installed at head of pool. 

Painted new wall. 

Had to take pipes down and replace where new wall was installed. 
Painted all exposed piping. 

Removing and repairing drinking fountain five times during season. 
Mowing grass around pool area. 

Installing chlorinating unit with electric motor and plastic hoses. 
Recharging chlorinating unit daily and testing chloring residual. 
Picking up debris and cleaning grounds daily. 

Turning off water, telephone and storing emergency kit and cot at end 
of season. 

Spraying for weed control in pool. 

Pulling electric motor and chlorinating unit and storing for winter. 
Locking building and boarding up openings for winter. 

Installing diving board and taking it down at the end of the season. 
Grading road to swimming pool and cutting brush. 


New Shade Trees 


1. 


A total of 66 Norway Maples were planted at various locations in town. 
At our town nursery there were 200 seedlings planted with more to be 
planted in 1967. 

In 1967 we plan to move our nursery to a field on Summer Street, owned 
by the town. 

Due to the number of dead trees taken down each year it is considered 
a worthwile project to replace them. 

It is alsoclassified as a Town Beautification Project which is only neces- 
sary by the proper installation of shade trees. 


Brush Control 


Most all roadsides were treated with Brush Killer with the town sprayer, 
to eliminate the growth of roadside brush cover. 

This work is proving very effective which, when let grown uncontrolled 
involves expensive brush cutting operations. 

Franklin is considered one of the best towns for controlling brush. 


Trimming Shade Trees 
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Most work has been on emergency basis, to protect pedestrians, horses, 
cars and other property liable to be damaged by falling limbs. 

Low overhanding limbs were cut off on several streets. 

Wind and snow storms cause much damage to shade trees that have to 
be taken care of 

It is recommended that more money be provided to take care of this 
situation that is becoming more and more dangerous. 


Decayed Trees 


We have removed 71 badly decayed trees. 

Several others have been topped and there are several more to come 
down when the ground is frozento prevent damage to lawns, streets, etc. 
Dead trees are arealproblem due tothe drought over the past few years 
and the salt that is being used on the roads during the winter months. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS FOR THE FUTURE 


The Long Range Planning Program initiated by this department several 
years ago is a step in the proper direction and we are attempting to follow it 
wherever practical. 


Highway Division 
The most important improvement to be considered is the replacement of 
equipment in a realistic and systematic program. 


Every effort in this field is rewarded by reduced maintenance, costs and 
increased efficiency. 


The next most important improvement and one that has been necessary 
for the past five years is the construction of a new Public Works Building. 


This facility should not only house all of the Public Works equipment but 
should contain space for Administrative Offices including Commissioners, 
Director, Engineering, Division Foreman, Building Inspector and all other 
personnel, who work on conjunction with this Department. 


A facility of this nature would increase the efficiency and give the town a 
decidedly economic and cooperative operation. 


Water Division 


Improvements in the Water Division have come slowly but they are begin- 
ning and the new tank and expansion to the Water System compledted last 
year are favorable examples. 


It should be remembered however that the dynamic expansion of the town 
requires that we continue to search for additional sources of water anda 
proper expansion of the system. 


The proposed reservoir appears to be a timely step in this direction and 
should be persued with the actual construction of this facility as the ultimate 
conclusion. 


Sewer Division 


The first improvement necessary in this division is the expansion and 
up-dating of our Sewerage Treatment Plant. 


The plans and specifications have been preparedandare awaiting Federal 


and State funds which must be alloted before the town can move on towards 
construction. 


Advisable at this time would be a general survey and assessment of the 
sewerage system with emphasis on the future expansion of the system. 


This could be accomplished with available Federal funds, interest free 
and returnable only when the actual construction is performed. 


Conclusion 


It is apparent that the Town of Franklinas in any rapidly expanding com- 


munity has many and varied problems with a limited amount of capital to 
use to aleviate them. 


In view of the above fact we have limited our Future Planning to those 


problems in the Department of Public Works which are considered most 
essential. 
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The Board of Public Works wishes totake this opportunity to thank Direc- 
tor Edward Dunphy, all Town Officials, members of the Department of Public 
Works, all citizens of the Town, Service Clubs and Public Utility Organiza- 
tions for their loyal cooperation during the past year and truly requests their 
understanding and cooperation during the coming year. |

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REPORT OF BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


This Department provides financial assistance, medical assistance, and 
social services to the State and Federally supplemented programs of OLD 
AGE ASSISTANCE, AID TO FAMILIES WITH DEPENDENT CHILDREN, DIS- 
ABILITY ASSISTANCE, GENERAL RELIEF, and the recently effective pro- 
gram ‘‘MEDICAL ASSISTANCE’’, commonly known as ‘*MEDICAID’’, under 
Title XIX of the Social Security Laws. 


The Medical Assistance to the Aged program was absorbed by the straight 
Medical Assistance program on September 1, 1966. 


These programs are administered locally under State supervision in 
accordance with the General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Assistance is given to all eligible people and families as a matter of 
right, and the standards of eligibility and the standards of assistance are 
uniform throughout the Commonwealth for each individual on a categorical 
basis. 


At the close of 1966 there were forty-five (45) families receiving Aid to 
Families of Dependent Children, with 126 children in these families. There 
were ninety-two (92) people receiving Old Age Assistance; eighteen (18) 
receiving Disability Assistance; seven (7) receiving General Relief, and 
one hundred and seventy-seven (177) receiving Medical Assistance. Ap- 
proximately 20% of the total cost of these programs is borne locally, and 
the remaining 80% is reimbursed to us by the State and Federal govern- 
ments. 


Of the total appropriation of $205,000.00 in 1966, approximately 
$128,085.02 was reimbursed to the Town by the State, for general local 
government use. 


For a complete breakdown of Assistance expenditures and State and 
Federal reimbursements, per category, along with a complete breakdown of 
administrative expenditures, we respectfully refer you to the comprehensive 
auditors records found elsewhere in this annual report. 


Due to substantial increases of hospital per diem rates, and substantial 
increases in Nursing Home rates, along withrevised standards of assistance 
for our clients, our overall expenses for 1966 increased considerably over 
1965. Although Medicare is alleviating our medical costs for the aged, the 
Medical Assistance program (Medicaid) which went into effect on 9/1/66, 
makes medical aid and services available for a whole new segment of eur 
community, particularly to our children who live in large families or who 
live in families with marginal incomes. 


A reorganizational meeting was held March 21, 1966, and Mr. Cornelius 
F’, Johnson was voted Chairman, and William F, Carberry Secretary. 


It was voted that the meetings of the Board would be held on Monday at 
6:30 P.M. in the Welfare Office, unless the Town Clerk be notified otherwise. 


On September 26, 1966, the Board awarded a five year lease for rental 
of quarters, to Lewis J, Cataldo et al, in conformity with Article #71 of the 
Town’s by-laws. Seventy-five (75) percent of the cost of rental is reimbursed 
by the Federal and State governments. 


The Welfare Board wishes to express its sincere appreciation to its staff, 
the Police Department, Town Treasurer, Town Accountant, Town Clerk,

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Fire Department responded to 44 box alarms during the year 1966. 
In addition, we had a total of 88 still alarms, 14 resuscitator calls, 14 res- 
cue calls, 8 hospital beds moved, 90 loads of water to homes where wells 
went dry, 2 mutual aid calls to Wrentham and 1 mutual aid call to Medway. 
Our total runs for fires, forestfires andambulance calls, etc., totalled 1092. 


Our fire alarm system was relocated on Pond Street due to the recon- 
struction of the road and on West Central Street due to the construction of 
Route 495. Several additional buildings were connected directly to the fire 
alarm system during the year. The heart of our present fire alarm system 
is obsolete and overloaded and I again recommend that it be replaced with a 
new and modern system in order that further expansion can be made. 


The outside of the fire station was painted during the year. 

We received delivery of a new 750 GPMpumper in October replacing the 
1937 truck which was traded in. This addition now gives us 3 excellent first 
line pumps to go along with our ladder truck which is in good condition. 

Our quarters are extremely crowded and inadequate makingit very diffi- 
cult to move equipment in or out or to work on the equipment. Working 
space in the control room is extremely inadequate, this room being a former 
closet with no windows and of a sizethat only one man can be in the room at 
a time. 

The problem of manpower is still critical due to the increased calls that 
are being made on the department. It is hoped that by making the pay sche- 
dule more attractive this year that additional permanent men can be obtained. 

For the year 1967, I recommend the sum of $97,152.00.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE . 
To the Citizens of Franklin: . 


The School Committee feels that the educational standards in the Frank- 
lin Public Schools have improved and will continue to gain in the years ahead, 
because of improved curriculum at all levels and the appointment of more) 
experienced teachers in the school system. This has been accomplished by) 
the cooperation of, first, the Superintendent of Schools, second, by the prin-| 
cipals, supervisors, guidance personnel, and teachers, and third, by the’ 
pupils and parents themselves. 


The highlight of the year was the honor gained by the High School whent 
Seniors Elizabeth Hagopian and Dianne Danis were declared finalists in the 
National Merit Scholarship contest and were awarded scholarships to Rad- 
cliffe and Salve Regina College respectively. Honorable Mention was earned 
by William Weidman as well, who was awardeda scholarship to Colgate. 


GRADUATION REQUIREMENTS 


Graduation requirements remain the same as voted by the School Com-| 
mittee in 1965. Ninety points are requiredfor college and business courses 
and eighty-five points for the general course.

Guidance services after school hours are stillavailableto parents on the 
first and third Mondays of each month. Group meetings to discuss job op- 
portunities, financial matters, and programs will be held in the spring and 
fall, as usual. : 


MILFORD AREA MENTAL HEALTH 


The one percent of our school childrenwhoare emotionally disturbed and 
who require special attention will be coordinated with other towns and the 
State through the Milford Area Mental Health Association. 


SCHOOL NEEDS COMMITTEE 


This Committee proposed a new 1,200 pupil junior high school at several 
special town meetings and, in each instance, the proposed school was de- 
feated by the voters. They are now contemplating a new 2,500 pupil senior 
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high school and an article will be inserted in either a special town meeting, 
vor the coming annual town meeting for this purpose. 


| EVALUATION AND STUDY PROGRAMS 
, | The new reading series studied and evaluated by the elementary princi- 
/pals has been very successful and further evaluation and study for the better- 
‘ment of the program is being discussed. 


CHAPTER 763 OF THE ACTS OF 1965 


Your School Committee has spent many hours withrepresentatives of the 
|'tteachers, custodians, and cafeteria workers associations on collective bar- 
gaining, especially in regard to wages, hours, and other conditions of em- 
»ployment. As a result of these meetings, written contracts have been signed 
‘by the School Committee and representatives of the above mentioned asso- 
ciations. 


VOCATIONAL REGIONAL HIGH SCHOOL 


A committee was appointed by the Moderator to represent the town of 
. Franklin concerning a regional vocational high school. This committee with 
committees from the towns of Wrentham, Norfolk, Medway, Millis, North 
| Attleboro, and Plainville, have been discussing plans for such a school to be 
|) built in the very near future, subject to votes by the respective towns. 


ENROLLMENT 


The total school enrollment as of January 9, 1967 was 3,582. Of this 
number 922 are in the High School, 527 are at the Junior High School, 368 at 
the Theron Metcalf School, 871 at the Kennedy Memorial School, 276 at the 
Horace Mann School, 353 at the Parmenter School, 119 at the Ray School, 
118 at the Four Corners School, and 28 at the Brick School. These figures, 
of course, will fluctuate for the rest of the year. Each year the enrollment 
has grown by about 300 pupils.

FRANKLIN SUMMER SCHOOL 


: The Franklin Summer School, sponsored by the Franklin Teachers Asso- 
« ciation with Henri C, Beane as Director, was again in operation this year. 
' There were 125 pupils from Franklin and 164 from surrounding towns in 

| attendance. The summer school is self-supporting. The cost to Franklin 
Students is as follows: $20.00 for one course, $35.00 for two courses, and 
$50.00 for three courses. The cost to students from other towns is $30.00 
for one course, $55.00 for two courses, and $80.00 for three courses. No 
Franklin student is denied help because of financial difficulties. Mr. Beane 
' will elaborate on this subject in his report. 


| The Franklin Elementary Summer School under Titlelof the Elementary 
+ and Secondary Education Act of 1965, wasdirectedby Mrs. Grace Ostrander 
) and Mr. Edward Rabaioli. This is a program sponsored by the federal gov- 
ernment for educationally deprived children. This summer school program 
began on June 29th and ended on August 11th, 1966. In all, 124 pupils partici- 
’ pated. However, the largest number of pupils in attendance on any given 
day was 108. The number in attendance varied from week to week because 
of planned vacations, summer camp programs, and, in the opinion of the 
directors, the length of the program itself. A program of six weeks instead 
of ten weeks would stabilize the daily attendance and total enrollment. This 
program, as previously stated, was of no cost to the town. 
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DOUBLE SESSIONS 


We are now faced with double sessions, or buying fifteen portable class- 
rooms. The schools involved in double sessions are the Theron Metcalf 
School and the Senior High School. There will be ten fifth grades in the, 
morning sessions at the Theron Metcalf School and ten sixth grades in the, 
afternoon session. At the High School, the tenth, eleventh and twelfth grades 
will attend the morning session and the ninth grade will attend in the after- 
noon. If portable classrooms were furnished, double sessions would be un- 


necessary. 


MAINTENANCE OF BUILDINGS 


A detailed explanation of this item will be found in the report of the Di- 
rector of Administrative Services. 


We, the School Committee of Franklin, take this opportunity to commend |

To the Franklin School Committee: 


The following report is the thirteenth by the present superintendent and/ 


the seventy-sixth in the annual series. 


In the interest of space and type conservation, this portion of the school} 
report will be brief. Excerpts are taken from the annual reports of princi-| 


pals, department heads, guidance people, and others who are hereby grate- 
fully acknowledged for their contributions. Their full reports are on file at 
the Superintendent’s office and may be examined on request. 


The year 1966 proved disappointing so far as new building is concerned. 
No action was taken by the town to alleviate our crowded classrooms. The 
1966-1967 school year is the last year we can have all schools on regular 


sessions. Double sessions for atleastapart of our school population seems 


a certainty for 1967-1968.

FEDERAL GRANTS 


During 1966 our schools were benefited by grants of Federal funds for 
) science equipment, business equipment, library materials, guidance mater- 
ials, and for a special summer session conducted at the John F, Kennedy 
' Memorial School. We shall continue to participate in Federal programs, but 
we need a person in the system to devote a great deal of time to this part of 
the program. 


COLLECTIVE BARGAINING 


'An innovation during 1966 was the extension of collective bargaining to 

include municipal employees. Agreements as to wages, hours, and condi- 

' tions of employment have been made with the custodians association, the 

' cafeteria workers association, and the teachers association. Needless to 

say, these agreements will have a direct effect on the budget and the budget- 
making process. 


SCHOOL GROWTH 


Our schools continue to grow at the rate of eight to twelve classrooms 
full per year. This is reflectedinincreased personnel, increased books and 
supplies, increased transportation, increased services of alltypes. The re- 
sult is an ever-increasing budget. The budget rise for 1966 over 1965 was 
nearly 23%. Fortunately some relief hasbeenforthcoming from State funds. 
During 1966 the town received approximately $443,000 from all State sources 
for schools. Without these funds our town’s real estate property tax would 
have been higher. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


With the school population now over 900, every available space is being 
utilized for classes. Enrollment projection for 1967-1968 indicates a popu- 
lation of over 1,000 pupils. This will necessitate either the use of portable 
classrooms or double sessions. 


Seven teachers left the High School faculty at the end of the 1965-1966 
school year. Replacements for these sevenandfive more were appointed for 
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1966-1967. There are now fifty-five teachers on the high school faculty. If 
double sessions are inaugurated, the faculty will have to be expanded more 
than the normal attrition due to increased population. Some teachers will 
teach the morning shift, some will teach in the afternoon, and others will 
teach across both sessions. This is due to subject matter breakdown. 


During 1966 there seems to have beenanincrease in absenteeism, tardi- 
ness, and truancy. Cooperation of the home in these areas is urgently re- 
quested. Habits formed in school reflectinadult life. Employees, colleges, 
and others look at this part of the student’s record as well as his class 
standing, academically. 


Eighty-eight of the class of 1966 which numbered 168, went on to further 
their education. Forty-six went totwenty-three differentfour-year colleges, 
Eleven went to junior colleges. Thirteen went to business schools, four 
went to nursing schools, and one to a three-year college. There were two 
National Merit Scholarship finalists and one honorable mentionin this class; 
a great distinction indeed. The indication is that Franklin High School has 


the curriculum and the faculty to provide its students with good education if | 


they (the students) are willing to work. 


During July and August, Franklin High School, in cooperation with the 


Franklin Teachers Association, offered a summer school on a tuition basis, | 


Over three hundred students, representing sixteen area towns as well as 


Franklin, attended the school. Courses offered were English, French, Latin, , 
Spanish, general math, bookkeeping, business arithmetic, algebra, plane | 
geometry, United States history, world history, ancient history, civics, | 
government, problems of democracy, general science, biology, chemistry, | 


physiology, typing, and driver education. The faculty numbered fourteen. A 
summer school of this type is limited in scope to those classes whose num- 
bers are sufficient in size to be self-supporting. It is limited to those who 
can afford the tuition. At some point the town should consider if it wishes 
to support a summer school open to all. 


JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


The Junior High School population increased by forty-two over its enroll- 


ment for 1965-1966. This made is necessary to utilize all available space, | 
including a storage closet for music lessons. It is recommended that the | 
auditorium of the school be partitioned for classrooms for 1967-1968. Gym | 
classes are now conducted with girls using one-half of the small gymnasium | 
and boys the other half. Home Economics operates in a regular classroom, | 


Library services are non-existent. It is hoped that when new building is 
undertaken, the Junior High School shares in its benefits. 


Guidance services are needed at the junior highschool level. It is hoped | 


that these services can be provided for 1967-1968. 


JOHN F, KENNEDY MEMORIAL SCHOOL 


This 25-room elementary school designed for 750 childrenhad an opening | 
day enrollment of 872. To accommodate this large number, two classrooms | 
were set up in each of the play areas. No use of these areas can be made | 


for the purpose for which they wereintended. The library has not been used 


as a library from the opening of the school. It has been necessary to use 


that room as a classroom. 


Very few children from the Kennedy Memorial School return to their 


homes for lunch. With the large enrollment, it is necessary to have three | 
lunch periods during the hours from 11:00 to 1:00. It is to be urged that | 
Franklin get on with a school building program to relieve this school of an | 


almost intolerable burden of overcrowded classes. 
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PARMENTER SCHOOL 


This school houses grades one and two for a large section of Franklin. 
!'There are two classes of grade two in the play area of the school. Good 
| progress is being made academically under strenuous overcrowding. 
i) 
| THERON METCALF SCHOOL 

This is one of our older buildings and as the others, is one of our over- 
-croweded ones. There are 360 children, exclusive of the trainable class 
which is housed in the basement ofthe school. It has been necessary to have 
‘one class in the auditorium of the school. It is likely that this building will 
be on double sessions in the fall of 1967, with ten fifth grade classes and ten 
sixth grade classes, 


HORACE MANN SCHOOL 


There are four fourth and four third grade classes in this building as well 
as an opportunity class for intermediate grade children. With an enrollment 
of 272 children in grades three and four, classes are of thirty-four each. 
The rooms inthis building are small. An enrollment of twenty-five to twenty- 
eight per class would give a better return on the educational dollar. 


BRICK, RAY, FOUR CORNERS SCHOOLS 


These three are our only neighborhood schools. It has been necessary to 
go outside the neighborhood in some cases tofill the schools. This detracts 
from the most vital function of the small school; that of serving the immediate 
area. In spite of handicaps, these schools, with their fine faculties, continue 
to do an excellent job for the education of Franklin youth. 


CONCLUSION 


As we face the new year, our problems lie in the areas of space and fi- 
nance. It will be difficult for Franklin in the next few years because of the 
lag in school building. Double sessions with all the attendant problems of 
scheduling, transportation, curtailment, and home schedule disruption will 
be with us for the next few years. As to finances, inflation, collective bar- 
gaining, and burgeoning population will soon push the annual budget over the 
two million dollar mark. Change is always difficult and Franklin’s change 
from small town to middle size suburban town is attended with problems. 


In spite of difficulties we look to the future with confidence. The schools 
of Franklin have fine, dedicated faculties. We have shown steady progress 
through the years. In the considered judgment of your Superintendent, our 
schools rate very favorabley with schools in general. I believe that with the 
continued help and good judgment of the School Committee and the townsfolk, 
the schools of Franklin will provide good educationfor all in the future.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES 


This past year the School Department participated in the same Federal 
programs as in the past, the National Defense Education Act for Science, 
Foreign Languages, and Guidance programs. Participation in this program 
is on a matching fund basis wherein the government refunds on a fifty per- 


cent basis, or some other ratio. 


This year, for the first time, the School Department was entitled to use 
available funds under the new Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 
1965 and Public Law #88-210. These two acts are outright grants with no 
matching funds expended by the town.

During the Summer, the outside trim of the Junior High and Ray Schools | 
was painted and the Brick School was painted also. The parking lot at the) 


Junior High School was resurfaced and part of the Brick schoolyard was 
blacktopped. New fire bricks were put in the boilers at the Junior High and 
Ray Schools. 


Extensive work has been done at the Parmenter School this year. For 
the heating and ventilating system; a new condensate pump was installed and 


traps were replaced. Roof vents were not working, so new hoods and motors | 


were installed. 


Thermo-Lux coating was applied onthe glass ofthe saw-tooth roof ridges | 


in an effort to lower the temperature of the classrooms during the hot, 


sunny days. Some roof repair work was done, and we hope to complete the | 


repairs this coming year. 


The schools have been plagued by vandalism (break-ins and day-to-day). | 


The day-to-day vandalism is more prevalent at the High School where ther- 
mostats, towel cabinets, mirrors, toilet partitions, soap dispensers, etc. are

broken for no reason. This cost of this damage, whether it be by repair or | 


replacement, may be small in each instance, but in total it is great. If the ! 
students would think before they act, this needless expense to the community | 


would be eliminated.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL ADJUSTMENT COUNSELOR 


The problems involved in dealing with maladjusted children and juvenile 
_ delinquency are growing and requiring more andmore study and attention by 
professionally trained personnel. This is true in all communities. 


Law enforcement officials, psychologists, psychiatrists all agree on one 
fact; the youngster comes to their attention too late in most instances. The 
attack on the problem has to begin early, before the law officials and mental 
clinics and hospitals are requested or compelled to take over. It has been 
recognized by experts that a juvenile offender can sometimes be saved if he 
is helped successfully early enough in his life. Another fact soon becomes 
obvious to the professional in this field, namely 75% or better of the young- 
ster’s problems begin in the home and with, unfortunately, inadequate par- 
ents. Consequently much of the work of the School Adjustment Counselor is 
done in the home and with parents. He is, however, required to provide ex- 
pert counseling to children in grades one through eight who have been re- 
ferred to him by teachers, principals, other school personnel, parents, the 
clergy, the courts, the police, etc. 


With the growing population in Franklin has come the growing problem of 
school adjustment and juvenile delinquency. The local police department 
does not have the number of menavailableto carry out the requirements put 
upon it. As inmost growing communities the number of cases has multiplied 
enormously, but the needed staff has not been increased accordingly. 


In the schools, teachers are hampered intheir teaching by the increasing 
number of maladjusted children who are not only disinterested in learning 
but who insist upon keeping the other children from learing by their inappr- 
priate attitude and behavior. 


The number of pupils and parents the School Adjustment Counselor can 
service is limited by time. Some cases require considerable time and pro- 
fessional help. Others not so much, But the fact is that we are but scratch- 
ing the surface of this problem in Franklin, though this surface-scratching 
is of considerable value to the pupils, schools, homes, community, and we 
hope, the nation. 


In thinking of this program itis wellto remember that in many communi- 
ties fully half of the offenders brought to the attention of the police over the 
age of fifteen have been arrested at least once before. Secondly, and even 
more discouraging is the fact that 50% of all juvenile offenders are under 
ten years old. Atthe other end of the scale, nearly 70% of all adult criminals 
have a juvenile record. 


It is also well to remember in connection with the work of this office that 
90% of the work carried out is not with the juvenile delinquent but the mal- 
adjusted youngster who fails to function satisfactorily inthe school environ- 
ment, or in his home, or both. If he can be helped, he will not become a 
juvenile offender. This often means assisting the parents in their attitudes, 
values, behavior, and way of life. 


This office needs more personnel for secretarial duties and additional 
professional assistance,

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REPORT OF THE GUIDANCE DIRECTOR - FRANKLIN HIGH SCHOOL 


The following is my report as Director of Guidance for 1966. The func- 
tion of guidance is to aid each individual to develop his ptential as an inte- 
grated individual and as a contributing member of society. To this end 
counseling, testing, placement, record keeping, and adjustive services are 
provided with counseling the most important. Each student has an opportunity 
to discuss with his counselor educational and vocational plans and to realis- 
tically assess himself in terms of past and present performances. 


Parents, also, are encouraged to contact the guidance office as their 
involvement generally results in more appropriate decisions on the part of 
their children. 


A Department of Education, University Extension Course, was offered at 
Franklin High School during the spring semester. It was entitled ‘‘Guidance 
and the Classroom Teacher’’ and was sponsored by the Franklin Teachers 
Association. Approximately forty teachers attended the sessions which were 
conducted by Mr. Thomas Cullen, Guidance Director at Nipmuc Regional 
High School. 


The School Board is urged to consider the extension of the guidance pro- 
gram to the junior high schoollevelby the addition of at least one counselor. 
More appropriate course selections should result from such a move as stu- 
dents would have a greater opportunity for individualassistance in this area, 
Also, for many young people, this period ofbeginning adolescence is a criti- 
cal time when a strong need for guidance exists. 


Another item for consideration is that where a school meets the ratio 
requirement with a 50% reimbursement factor, the amount expended for two 
counselors’ salaries would be the same as for one counselor’s salary, not 
reimbursed. 


Appended is some detailed information relative to the activity of the 
Guidance Department.

The following is a combined report of the school physician and the school 
nurses. 


This program is concerned with the student's emotional, social, and 
physical well being. Home visits were made as a means to coordinate home 
and school efforts. 


Physical examinations were given to students in grades one, four, seven 
and ten and to those participating in competitive sports. Four pre-school 
clinics were held in April and May for children entering the first grade who 
were not examined by their family physician. 


Three Diphtheria-Tetanus Clinics were held. The toxoid was offered to 
students in grades one, five, and eleven. 


Students in all grades participated in the vision and hearing screening 
program, and the parents were notified of the impairments. 


The Heaf Program, a tuberculosis skin-testing program was offered to 
students in grades one, seven, and eleven. 


Visits were made to the schools to take care of injuries, illnesses and 
routine school health procedures. 


The over-all purpose of the school health program is to guide the student 
and his family in a program of better health.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BUILDING NEEDS COMMITTEE 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


In reviewing the work of the School Building Needs Committee during the 
year 1966, we find that aschoolbuilding timetable for the next several years 
was prepared and promulgated. The first step was to be a new three-year 
junior high school which was to be ready for occupancy in the fall of 1967, 
thus releasing the present junior highschoolas an eighteen room elementary 
school and at the same time allowing sufficient space in the high school for 
the present by eliminating the ninth grade there. The second step was to be 
the construction of a new grammar school of about twenty-four rooms to be 
ready for occupancy by 1968, thus alleviating the classrooms shortage in 
grades one-through-six. Thethirdstep was tobe either a second high school 
by 1970 to accommodate 1000-1500 pupils or else an addition to the present 
high school to accommodate the number of pupils who would be attending the 
high school - in excess of 2200-by 1975-76. This accommodation was to be 
fullfilled by changing the proposed three-year junior high school to a two- 

year junior high school, and the ninth grade moved back into the enlarged 
high school or the two high schools. The School Building Needs Committee 
also strongly recommended the purchase of sufficient landfor any future land 
needs, recommending parcels for purchase in the Maple Street, Lincoln 
Street, Pleasant Street, and Washington Street areas, 


The first step, the three-year junior high school, was splintered by the 
repeated rejections of the people at several town meetings dating from the 
early part of the year down to the latter part of the year. 


The second step, the formation of anelementary school building commit- 
tee, was presented to the people in anarticle included in the warrant for the 
annual town meeting in March and was rejected by the people. 


The recommendation for purchasing land was formalized in the form of 
two articles in the annual town meeting warrant of March 8, 1966, requesting 
the purchase of parcels on Maple Street within a mile from Harborwood and 
Brushwood, and off Pleasant Street near Redland Park and Pheasant Hill. 
Both of these articles were rejected by vote of the people, despite the School 
Building Needs Committee’s plea for them. 


This series of frustrating and time-consuming failures has severly crip- 
pled the long-range school building plans as set forth by the School Building 
Needs Committee. The junior high school, which should be already under 
construction, is not. The elementary school, which should have had its pre- 
liminary planning out of the way and which should be progressing comfort- 
ably on schedule, is not. The high school addition or new 1000-1500 pupil 
high school, for which a building committee article would have been due to 
come up next year, will not be anywhere near adequate without the other two 
non-existent facilities. 


Although it might appear that we have reached an impasse, there are 
three alternatives: 


First, committees could be organized to proceed withthe presentation of 
plans for the junior high school, the elementary school, and the high school. 
This in effect would mean that we wouldhave three school building programs 
going at the same time, two of which would be way behind schedule from the 
outset. 


Second, additions to existing buildings could be proposed. But (a) our 
elementary situation (where we will need 38 additional classrooms by 1972) 
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is such that additions to the Brick, Ray, Four Corners, and Horace Mann 
Schools are not possible because there is no land space, The Theron Met- 
calf School is a fifty-four year old, twelve-room building with no cafeteria 
and no room for physical education; it also has a very old boiler room. It 
would be impractical to even attempt to add to it. The Parmenter School 
could possibly have a ten-room addition, but would require a new heating 
system. The Kennedy School is a twenty-four room edifice and is large 
enough now. Therefore, it must be concluded that it is impossible to add 
thirty-eight rooms to existing elementary structures. (b) There are eighteen 
rooms in the present Junior High School building; twenty-one more rooms 
will be required. The present building does not have an adequate cafeteria, 
home economics room, or vocational shop. There is not sufficient land for 
the required needs, and the building’s boiler room would not be large enough 
to handle these needs. (c) The present High School is not expandable to over 
three times its present size. A new building would be more feasible. 


Third, the construction of a new 2500 pupil high school now, which could 
solve the problem for at least the next several years. This would free the 
present high school which would become a two-year junior high school ac- 
commodating about 1000 pupils and thus would be adequate through 1974, 
The present junior high school would become an eighteen room elementary 
school. There would be room in the proposed new high school for the next 
several years to house the excess from the elementary level until the capa- 
city of the building is reached. This would give the building program a 
‘“‘breather’’ for the next few years, probably upto 1974 when we should start 
thinking of a twenty-room school on the elementary level. The high school 
enrollment will not tax the building until 1979. 


After a thorough reassessment of the situation as it exists in the light of 
the many adverse votes by the people, and after a complete and thorough 
evaluation of the latest projection statistics, it is the feeling of the School 
Building Needs Committee at this time thatthe third of the three alternatives 
is the most sensible and logical since the timetable is too far behind now to 
pursue the original proposals. 


The School Building Needs Committee is including with this report the 
projection figures for the Franklin public schools, along with some inter- 
pretations and remarks as indicated. It is to be noted that these statistics 
have been painstakingly compiled by Mr. Leonard L. F. Remington, who has 
given much of his time andefforttothe schools of Franklin, and who is to be 
commended for his excellent and willing work on this committee. 


We sincerely ask that the people of Franklin read these statistics care- | 


fully and weigh them well sothat whenthey exercise their franchise as voters 
at future town meetings they will dosowith a knowledge and understanding of 
the conditions as they exist. This, coupled with their concern for the future 
of their town and their children, should make them better able to weigh and 
consider the suggestions and recommendations of the School Building Needs 
Committee.

If remaining two marginal spaces are used, only five portable classrooms 
are necessary. 


Eighteen rooms in present Junior High School building will be available 
for elementary use when new secondary school is built. 


JUNIOR HIGH 

The school year 1967-1968 will require elimination of Home Economics 
and there will be serious overcrowding if double sessions are to be elimi- 
nated. 

New facilities necessary in 1968. 
HIGH SCHOOL 

The school year 1967-1968 will require use of all undesirable marginal 
Spaces, such as bookkeeping room, stage, foyer, boys’ corrective room, 


etc. if double sessions are to be eliminated. 


New facilities necessary in 1968 as a four-year high school or 1970 asa 
three-year high school.

Norfolk. 


Greeting: 


You are hereby required in the name of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts to notify and warn the qualified voters of the said Town of Franklin 
to ssemble in the Franklin High School, Oak Street, on Tuesday, the Four- 
teenth day of March, A.D., 1967, it being the second Tuesday of March at 
six o’clock in the forenoon and remain in session until eight o’clock in the 
evening then and there to act on the following articles, viz: 


Article 1. To choose by ballot the following Town Officers, viz: A Mod- 
erator, one Selectmen, three members of the Board of Public Welfare, a 
Treasurer-Collector, all for the term of one year; one Selectman for the 
term of two years; one Selectman, one Assessor, one member of the Board 
of Public Works, one member of the Board of Health, and one member of the 
School Committee, all for the term of three years; one member of the Plan- 
ning Board and one member of the Urban Redevelopment Authority, both for 
the term of five years. 


Article 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers. 


Article 3. To hear a report of the Town Officers and Committees and 
act thereon, 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Treasurer, with 
the approval of the Selectmen, toborrow moneyin anticipation of the revenue 
for financial years beginning January 1,1967 andJanuary 1, 1968, in accord- 
ance with provisions of General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 4, and to renew 
any note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year, in 
accordance with the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17, or 
take any other action relative thereto. 


Article 5. To see what sum of money the Town will raise and appropriate 
for the following purposes, to wit: 


1. For general government, including the Compensation and expenses of 
the Selectmen, Auditor, Moderator, Collector of Taxes, Treasurer, Trea-

3. For Health and Sanitation, including expenses of the Board of Health, 
Inspection of Animals, Inspection of Meats and Provisions and Inspection of 
School Children. 
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4, For the Department of Public Works, including Administration and 
Clerical; Engineering, Labor, Supervision and Maintenance; Snow Removal; 
Swimming Pool Maintenance. 


5. For Street Lighting, Union Street Cemetery, Recreation and Recre- 
ational Facilities of the Town including the Lifeguards for the Swimming 
Pool, and Insect Pest Control. 


6. For Public Welfare, Welfare Administration and Welfare Assistance, 
7. For Veterans’ Center and Benefits, including Soldiers’ Burials. 

8. For education, including all expenses of the School Committee. 

9. For the Franklin Public Library. 


10. For the various Insurance Accounts, including Fire Insurance, Boiler 
and Machinery, Fleet Fire and Theft, Fleet Liability and Property Damage, 
Workmen’s Compensation, and Group Life and Hospitalization. 


11. For unclassified accounts, including Ambulance Maintenance, the 
Decoration of Soldiers’ Graves, Industrial and Development Commission, 
Urban Redevelopment Authority, Printing and Distribution of Town Reports, 
for the Town’s share of cost of Maintenance of Norfolk County Retirement 
System, Foreclosure of Tax Liens, and also for Rent of Quarters for the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, Disabled American Veterans and American 
Legion. 


12. For the Payment of Interest on Town Debts. 
13. For the Payment of Municipal Indebtedness. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to use the interest of the Helen A. 
Ward Fund for the care of the Ward Cemetery Lot at the City Mills Ceme- 
tery, to be expended under the direction ofthe Board of Public Works, or do 
anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen) 


Article 7. To see if the Town willvoteto use the interest of the Lucretia 
Pond Fund for the care of Town Cemeteries to be expended under the direc- 
tion of the Board of Public Works, or do anything relating thereto. (By Se- 
lectmen) 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 
of money for a Special Reserve Fundtobe used for extraordinary or unfore- 
seen expenses, or do anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen) 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum

($2,800) to install a Mosquito Control Program for the Town of Franklin in 
conjunction with the existing program, said sum to be expended under the 
direction of the Superintendent of Insect and Pest Control, or take any action 
relative thereto. (By Superintendent of Insect Pest Control) 


Article 74. To see if the Town will vote to create a committee, composed 
of five taxpayers, none of whom are elected or appointed Town officials or 
Town employees, to examine, review, and make recommendations concern- 
ing the operations and needs of the Department of Public Works, said com- 
aka to be appointed by and toreportto the Board of Selectmen. (By Peti- 
tion 
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Article 75. To see if the Town will vote to create a committee, com- 
posed of five taxpayers, none of whom are elected or appointed Town officials, 
to examine and make recommendations concerning the Town’s needs for 
rubbish disposal, whether by open pit dumping, incinerator, or otherwise, 
said committee to be appointed by and to report to the Board of Selectmen. 
(By Petition) 


Article 76. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or 
transfer from available funds the sum of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) 
for the purpose of having a survey of the School Building needs of the Town 
of Franklin made by an outside professional firm, said sum to be expended 
under the supervision of the School Committee. (By Petition) 


Article 77. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or 
transfer from available funds a sum of money to install traffic control sig- 
nals at the following intersection: West Central Street (Route 140) at Union 
Street or do anything relating thereto. (By Board of Selectmen) 


Article 78. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
enter into a contract with the Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority 
in order to provide continuing passenger train serviceto the Town of Frank- 
lin; and to raise and appropriate or transfer from available funds, a sum of 
money necessary to fulfill any existing contractural obligations between the 
Town of Franklin and the Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority; and 
to further provide sufficient funds to allow the Town to enter into another 
yearly contract with said Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority, or 
do anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen) 


Article 79. To see ifthe Town willvote to modify the present zoning laws 
and zoning map of the Town of Franklin as prepared by the Town Planning 
Board in accordance with the recommended zoning revisions of Economic 
Development Associates, Inc., copies of which have beenfiled with the Town 
Clerk, or do anything relating thereto. (By Planning Board) 


Article 80. To see if the Town will vote to modify Article VII, Section I 
of the building laws of the Town of Franklin to read: 


Living space shall mean the total living, sleeping and cooking areas and 
to include eating areas and bathroom areas; excluding corridors, stairways, 
storage spaces, the area with less than five feet clear headroom under ceil- 
ings, garages, breezeways and carports; or do anything relating thereto. 
(By Building Review Committee) 


Article 81. To see if the Town will vote to add to Article VIII, Section 
3C of the building laws of the Town of Franklin, after the second paragraph 
and before the third paragraph, the following addition: 


Stair rises not to exceed three sixteenth inches (3/16’’) difference in 
height; or do anything relating thereto. (By Building Revision Committee) 


Article 82. To see if the Town will vote to add to Article VIII, of the 
building laws of the Town of Franklin, a new heading to be known as Section 
3C-a: 


OUTSIDE STAIRS: Outside stair treads to bea minimum of ten and one- 
half inches (10 1/2’’) in width, with not more than eight inch (8’’) rises; or 
do anything relating thereto. (By Building Revision Committee) 


Article 83, To see if the Town will voteto change Article VIII, Section 5 
of the building laws of the Town of Franklin to read: 
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1. Under all lally columns or posts, the footings must be at least twenty 
inches by twenty inches (20’’ x 20’’) and twelve inches (12’’) thick. 

2. Under chimneys, the footing must project at least six inches (6’’) on 
all sides and be at least twelve inches (12’’) thick; or do anything relating 
thereto. (By Building Revision Committee) 


Article 84. To see if the Town will vote to add to Article VIII, Section (B) 
POURED CEMENT of the building laws of the Town of Franklin, sub-section 
5 as follows: 


In all residential work, all concrete shall have a compressive strength, 
at twenty eight (28) days of not less than two-thousand (2000) pounds per 
Square inch; or do anything relating thereto. (By Building Revision Com- 
mittee) 


Article 85. To see if the Town will vote to add to Article VIII, Section 6 
(B), of the building laws of the Town of Franklin, a new heading to be known 
as Section 6 (B)-a CONCRETE BLOCKS: 


Concrete blocks shall not be used inconstruction until they have obtained 
an age of twenty eight (28) days, and shall have developed an average of one 
thousand (1000) pounds ultimate compressive strength per square inch of 
gross cross sectional area of blocks asusedin wall, and shall not fall below 
seven hundred (700) pounds per square inchinany test, when testing at least 
six (6) ordinary samples. For the purpose of such tests, the gross cross 
sectional area shall be considered as the product of the length times the 
width of the block. No allowance shallbe made for air space of blocks. The 
allowed working strength for such blocks shall not exceed one hundred (100) 
pounds per gross square inch; or do anything relating thereto. (By Building 
Revision Committee) 


Article 85. To see if the Town will vote to add to Article VIII, Section 6 
(B), of the building laws of the Town of Franklin, a new heading to be known 
as Section 6 (B)-b PROVISIONS AGAINST FREEZING: 


No masonry shall be built when the temperature is below 28°F, on a ris- 
ing temperature, or 32°F, ona falling temperature, at a point where the work 
is in progress, unless suitable means are providedto heat mortar and work, 
thus assuring that the mortar will properly harden without freezing. No 
frozen materials shall be built upon. In freezing weather, lime shall not be 
used in excess of ten percent (10%) of the cement content; or do anything 
relating thereto. (By Building Revision Committee) 


Article 87. To see if the Town will vote to add to Article VIII, Section 6 
(B), of the building laws of the Town of Franklin, a new heading to be known 
as Section 6(B)-c WETTING BRICK: 


Bricks shall be thoroughly wet just previous to being laid, unless bricks 
used have an absorption rate of more than seven tenths ounce (7/10ths) per 
minute shall be wettened sufficiently so that therate of absorption when laid 
does not exceed this amount, except in freezing weather, when they shall be 
laid thoroughly dry; or do anything relating thereto. (By Building Revision 
Committee) 


Article 88. To see if the Town will voteto add to Article VIII, Section 6, 
of the building laws of the Town of Franklin, a new heading to be known as 
Section (C) BASEMENT FLOORS: 


That a minimum thickness of six inches (6’’) of three quarter inch (3/4’’) 
minimum size crushed stone be required under the basement floor of every 
new residential building, or do anything relating thereto. (By Building Re- 
vision Committee) 
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Article 89. To see if the Town will vote to add to Article VIII, after 
Section 13C of the building laws ofthe Town of Franklin, a new heading to be 
known as Section 13-a CEILING HEIGHTS: 


That all ceiling heights in living areas shall be seven feet and six inches 
(7? 6’’) minimum finished (finish to finish) excluding expandable areas and 
cellars and basements; or do anything relating thereto. (By Building Re- 
vision Committee) 


Article 90. To see if the Town will vote to add to Article VIII, after 
Section 14D of the building laws ofthe Town of Franklin, a new heading to be 
known as Section 14-a PLYWOOD: 


In frame construction where plywood isused,aminimum of one-half inch 
(1/2’’) thickness is required. All plywood construction shall be identified as 
to veneer-grade and glue-type by the manufacturer’s identification marks. 
Plywood for the exterior shall be of the exterior water-proof type and for 
the interior shall be of the moisture resistant interior type or the exterior 
type; or do anything relating thereto. (By Building Revision Committee) 


Article 91. To see if the Town will vote to add to Article IX, Section 2 
FIREPLACES AND HEARTHS, after paragraph 5, of the building laws of the 
Town of Franklin, the following: 


A minimum of eight inches (8’’) of solid masonry is required where the 
smoke chamber joins wood construction, up to the point where it meets the 
flue; or do anything relating thereto. (By Building Revision Committee) 


Article 92, To see if the Town will vote to add to Article IX, Section 2, 
of the building laws of the Town of Franklin, the following: 


All fireplaces within a home, (either finished or unfinished) must have a 
damper of an approved, accepted standard type; or do anything relating there- 
to. (By Building Revision Committee) 


Article 93. To see if the Town will voteto appropriate the income of the 
Fletcher Fund for the construction of and equipment for playrgrounds and 
recreational fields; said sum to be expended under the direction of the Play- 
ground Committee, or do anything relating thereto. (By Playground Com- 
mittee) 


Article 94. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or 
transfer from available funds, an amount sufficient to originally construct, 
equip and furnish, a weapons Firing Range for the Police Department of the 
Town of Franklin which is to be locatedin the basement of the Police Station 
of said Town, or do anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen) 


Article 95. To see if the Town will vote to amend the By-Laws of the 
Town of Franklin by adding to Article IV, POLICE REGULATIONS, new 
Section 20, to read: 


No person shall own or keep in the Town any dog which by bitting or 
vicious disposition, is a nuisance or which by excessive barking or howling 
or in any other manner disturbs the quiet and peace of the public. 


The Dog Officer may restrain or muzzle, or issue an interim order to 
restrain or muzzle, for a periodnottoexceed fourteen days, any dog for any 
of the following reasons: 


a. For having bitten any person. 
b. If found at large or unmuzzled, as the case may be, while an order 
for the restraint of such dog is in effect. 
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c. If found in a school, schoolyard or public recreational area. 

d. For chasing any vehicle upon any public way or way open to public 
travel in the Town. 

e. For having killed or maimed or otherwise damagedany other domes- 
ticated animal. 

f, For any violation of Paragraph 1. 


Upon restraining or muzzling, or issuing an interim order to restrain or 
muzzle, the Dog Officer shall submit inwritingto the Selectmen, a report of 
his action and the reasons therefor. Uponreceipt of such report, the Select- 
men may make such further order concerning the restraint, muzzling or 
disposal of such dog as may be deemed necessary. If the Selectmen fail to 
act upon the report during the period the dog is restrained or muzzled, upon 
expiration of the period, the interim order automatically is vacated. 


The owner or keeper of any dog that has been ordered to be restrained, 
destroyed or muzzled or has been restrained under this article, may file a 
request in writing with the Dog Officer thatthe restraining order be vacated, 
or that the dog be released, and after investigation by the Dog Officer, said 
Officer may vacate such order or release suchdog, if the order or restraint 
was imposed by him. If the order was imposed by the Board of Selectmen, 
the Dog Officer shall submit a written report of his investigation, with his 
recommendations, to the Selectmen, who may vacate such order. 


Any person owning or harboring such dog who shall fail to comply with 
any order of the Dog Officer or Selectmen, issued pursuant to this Article, 
shall be punishable by a fine of $10.00. 


Within ten (10) days after an order of the Board of Selectmen, concern- 
ing the restraining, muzzling or disposal of any dog under this section, the 
owner or keeper of such dogmaybringa petition in the District Court within 
the judicial district in which the dog is owned or kept, addressed to the 
Justice of the Court, praying that the order may be reviewed by the Court 
and after such notice to the Officer or Officers involved, as the Court may 
deem necessary; it shall review such action, hear the witnesses and affirm 
such order, unless it shall appear that it was made without proper cause or 
in bad faith, in which case such order shall be reversed; the decision of the 
Court shall be final and conclusive upon the parties; or do anything relating 
thereto. (By Selectmen) 


Article 96. To see if the Town willvoteto amend the By-Laws by adding 
the following section: 


SECTION  . No person owning, harboring or having custody and control 
of a dog shall permit such dog to be at large in the Town of Franklin, else- 
where than on the premises of the owner, except it be on the premises of 
another person with the knowledge and consent of such other person. Any 
owner, harborer or person having custody ofadog in said Town which is not 
on the premises of the owner or upon the premises of another person with 
the knowledge and assent of such person shall control and restrain such dog 
by a chain or leash not exceeding eight (8) feet in length. No person owning 
or harboring or having custody or control of a dog shall suffer, permit, or 
allow such dog to commit any nuisance inany park, playground, public com- 
mon or municipal recreation area or upon any sidewalk in the Town of 
Franklin. Any dogfoundrunning at large, except sporting dogs, in the woods, 
fields or ponds while with their owner while hunting or training, shall be 
impounded by the dog officer, whose duty it will be to notify the owner, if 
the owner can be determined. Whoever violates any of the provisions of 
this By-Law willbe liable toa fine of not more than $10.00 for each violation, 
or take any other action relative thereto. (By Petition) 
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Article 97. To see if the Town will vote to acquire by purchase and/or 
by taking by right of eminent domain, pursuant to the provisions of Chapter 
79 and Chapter 40, Section 14, of the General Laws of Massachusetts, or all 
acts amendatory thereof or supplementary thereto, land now being used by 
the Town for the community swimming pool and not now owned by the Town 
of Franklin, and additional land which would provide a buffer strip between 
said swimming pool and the land of any abutters, and that a sum of money 
be raised and appropriated or transferred from available funds to pay the 
cost of such land acquisition, said sum tobe expended under the direction of 
the Board of Selectmen, or take any action relative thereto. (By Selectmen)
